The ritual of the Seder 
is over 2,100 years old; . 

The Haroset is a mixture ‘of 
chopped walnuts, apples, cinna- 
mon and wine. (It is the only 
Sweet item on the Seder plate. 
Its brown color resembles. the 
mortar in the bricks made ‘and 
used by the Jews to build 
Pharaoh's’ monuments and 
buildings. Though the labor was 
difficult, freedom is sweet. 

Parsley is a symbol that 
spring has arrive - a new begin- 
ning, similar to the new begin- 
ning the Jews received with 
their freedom. The parsley is 
dipped in salt water to be a 
reminder of the sweat and tears 
shed by the slaves before their 
release. 

One roasted egg sits on the 
platter as a symbol. of spring 
and it also symbolizes the extra 
sacrifice in the Jerusalem tem- 
ple in observance of the holi- 
day, 

The shank bone depicts the 
lamb sacrifice offered by the 
Jews that night of Passover and 
later in the temple, 

The bitter herbs symbolize 
the bitter affliction of slavery, 
The freshly shredded horserad- 
ish often causes tears to come fo 
one's eyes, another reminder of 
the persecution and sorrow suf- 
fered by the Jews’ ancestors so 
many years ago, 

At the beginning of the feast, 


eat. They are not allowed to

That's a total of 52 regular season teams with over 650 players and 
130 coaches taking part. Looks like-a bust few months ahead for the 
kids and their parents! 

“The Alabama High School Athletic Association released the 
student populations:of its member schools’ last week, along with the 
change in regions for the 2002-2004 school years. and while a num- 
ber of schools did change classes. and regions, there were really 
very few surprises in the numbers. The numbers, which includes: 
students in grades. 10-12: and ninth-grade hold-backs, showed that 
Elba. had 216.2 students ahd ranked 61st out of thé 68 schools in 
Class.3A, an increase in student population from two years ago: The 
largest school in 3A is Oak Grove, with 291.7 students, while T.R. 
Miller dropped from 4A to the 21st largest 3A ‘school in the state 
with 265.98 students. Another change worth noting was Straughn, 
which moved up from 2A and is ranked 48th.in 3A with 226.88 stw- 
dents. Zion Chapel ranked 44th in Class 1A with 106.45 students, 
followed by Kinston in 46th with 103.68 students. Brantley moved 
up slightly and is now the 30th largest school in 1A with 114.35 stu- 
dents. An interesting note in the |A ranks comes near the bottom of 
the list. where McKenzie. a small school that always struggles just 
to field athletic teams, was ranked 69th, but was ahead of 1A pow- 
erhouse Courtland, which was 71st, with two fewer students. New 
Brockton ranked 60th out of 69 2A teams with an enrollment of 
156.43, but it was still ahead of Georgiana, which was-at-62nd, and 
Wicksburg. which was last at 148.13. A newcomer tothe 2A ranks 
was Luverne, which fell from 3A and ranked only 28th as a 2A 
school, while another newcomer was Washington County, which 
dominated in football and basketball this year asa 3A school, and 
will now bé the Sth largest 2A member. Barbour County made the 
jump up to 3A and will be the 6th largest school in the class: with 
284.63 students, which means that in the 2001-2002 school year the 
jaguars will certainly be the largest 2A school in the history of the 
state. The figures in Class 4A revealed that Geneva slipped to 59th 
of the64 schools in the classification with an enrollment of 302.48, 
while Opp was nearby with 305.95 students. Andalusia was ranked 
12th in the class with 375.05 students, and newcomer'Hillcrest, of 
Evergreen, slipped down from SA and came in at #24 with 353.13 
students. The student population in Class 5A ranges from a high of 
778.3 at Robertsdale to only 427,95 at Briarwood Christian, a dif- 
ference of over 350 students in only three grades! With an average 
difference of over 115 students per grade, the level of play of 5A 
may vary greatly. In Class 6A, it was revealed that Robert E. Lee 
was the state’s largest’ school with 1,614.15 students, _ while. 
Enterprise ranked 8th with 1,179.07. The folks over in Enterprise 
have been crying for years that they simply didn’, have the athletes 
to compete any more in 6A. Well, Enterprise may not have the ath- 
letes, but they sure do have the students to choose from! Another 
note worth mentioning in 6A was Smiths Station coming in at #18 
out of the 50 schools. in the class. The Smiths Station school has 
grown by leaps and bounds in recent years, and while the commu- 
nity may not even have a red light, its school has 1,028 students in 
its top three grades, There are a lot of people living in the woods up 
near Smiths Station.

New nutrition labeling | 


proposed for meat 
and poultry

New — nutrition _ labeling 
requirements for meat and poul- 
try, providing consumers with 
more information about fat, 
calories and cholesterol content, 
have beén proposed by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, 

The new. nutrition labeling 
requirements for raw ground 
beef and chicken are compara- 
ble to existing requirements for 
multi-ingredient products such 
as Sausage, luncheon meat, 
ground pork with seasonings 
and bacon, Current labeling on 
multi-ingredient products also 
allow a lean percentage state- 
ment on the labels when the 
products do not meet low-fat 
labeling criteria, 

_ Under the new rule, nutrition 
information for major cuts of 
Steak, pork tenderloin, chicken 
and turkey meats will be 
required either on the label by 
the manufacturer or by the 
retailer at the point of purchase. 

The proposed new require- 
ment stems from the voluntary 
nutrition labeling regulation that 
stipulates if less than 60 percent 
of companies are voluntarily 
providing this information, the 
USDA's Food Safety Inspection 
Service, less than 60 percent of 
the companies evaluated were 
participating in the voluntary 
nutrition labeling program.
